Applicants' amendment filed 1/18/2006 has been fully considered; however, the 
amendment has not been entered given that it would require further consideration and/or search.- 

With respect to other new issues, claims 7 and 14 have been substantially narrowed in 
scope due to the amending of the transitional phrase "consisting essentially of with "consisting 
of." Moreover, applicant broadened the "polymeric organic filler" to the generic "organic 
filler " Thus, the amendment would require further consideration and/or search and is not 
entered. Finally, claim 8 and 15 now contain the at least one additive limitations which was not 
heretofore presented with the limitations of claims 8 and 15, i.e., at least one organic flame- 
retardant and at least one inorganic flame-retardant. 

It is noted that the finality of the Office action mailed 1 1/1 5/2005 was proper since the 
new grounds of rejections were necessitated by applicant's amendment. Specific polymeric 
organic fillers were not recited in previously presented claims, regardless of their presence in the 
specification, and thus necessitated the new grounds of rejection. 
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
